Application. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the Application in view 
of the following Amendments and Remarks. 

AMENDMENTS 

In the Claims 

Please amend Claims 1 and 6-11 as follows: 



1. (Amended) A uniformly shaped snack chip having raised surface features, 

comprising: \ 

a. from about 12% tci about 40% large surface features; 

b. from about 20% to Vteout 40% medium surface features; and 

c. from about 25% to about 60% small surface features; 

wherein said snack chip hasp \ 

a. a glass transition temperature of from about 165 to about 275°F at a snack 
chip relative humidity of from about 2 to about 4%;
